eago. “He suddenly found that his debts 
were euch that he could not meet them, or 
thought that he couldn't. and he got on a 
train and went away. His only idea was to 
escape from the constant strain of meeting 
his creditors. He took no money with him, 
although he might easily have done so had 
he desired. 


Tires Under Strain; Decides to Leave. 
Saturday morning, Aug. 24, Mr. Hall met 
his old friend, Clay Clernent, the actor. He 
was worried and he showed it physically and 
in his remarks. |

At Detroit tie two men parted, Mr. Hall 
continuing on iis northward journey toward 
the Canadian border and Mr. Clement turn- 
ing east to New York. 

A few daygigo H. H. Hitchcock, vice presi- 
dent of the est National bank, and a close 
friend as wel. as a creditor of Mr. Hall, went 
north also. Members of Mr. Hitchcock's 
family said that they believed he was in 
Minneapolis. Persons familiar with the f- 
fairs of the Belding-Hall company and its 
president, however, said that it was more 
than likely that he was with Mr. Hall or in 
close touch with him. Mr. Hitchcock left 
word in Chicago that he would not return to 


the city for ten days. 


Owes Banker-Friend Big Sum. 
Mr. Hitchcock has been a close friend of 
Mr. Hall for years and it is said that the 
personal indebtedness of Mr. Hall to the 
bank official is about $150,000. He owes the 
bank, it was said yesterday, slightly more 


than that sum. 
In Debt to Stendgrapher. | 

Among the small creditors of Mr. Hall is 
Miss Susie B. Cornell, who for thirteen years 
was employed by him 43 & stenographer. 
‘Miss Cornell, who lives with her parents at 
6221 Greenwood avenue, refused to say just 
what the amount of the indebtedness was, 
but it is understood that the sum is between 
$2,000 and $3,000. i 

I am sure that everything is all right and 
that Mr. Hall's creditors all will be paid,” 
said Miss Cornell yesterday afternoon. “ The 
company is solvent, The whole trouble is 
that Mr. Hall was too generous. 

The developments of the day indicated that 
the venture of the refrigerator manufacturer 
into the theatrical business when he backed 
“Sam Houston was but a drop in the 
bucket with his other financial ventures. 
According to Mr. Clement, who played the 
title role in this production, Mr. Hall in- 
vested but a small sum of money in the 
play, doing this because he had had a hand 
in the writing of the play.

I, of course, lost the money which I 
put into it. 

„ Mr. Hall went into this as @ recreation 
and not because he expected to make any 
money out of it. 1 

His fine nature was indicated by the fact 
that, he left the city with scarcely any money 
when he had considerable money to his credit 
at the bank where he has a person accgunt, 
and that a life insurance policy, n which 
he could have raised at least wae on 
his desk at the Hour he left the office.” | 

Besides the factory properties owned by the 
Belding-Hall company at Belding, the crea- 
itors’ committee yesterday invoiced the com- 
pany's property at Lilsen, Mich., where it 


owns a lumber yard anda planing mill, It 


is not known when the work of invoicing will 
be completed, probably some time during the 
week. 

In the evening Attorney Percy Eck 
representing the company, said that he didn’t 
know whether the report that Mr. Hall was 
in Canada was correct.

Alvin Hulteen of Evangton has not made 
up his mind whether he would rather attend 
Salvation army services three Sundays in 
succession orgotojail. He thinks either one. 
is bad enough, but between the two, he be- 
lieves perhaps he would prefer the county 
jail. 

For disturbing Salvation arniy exercises 
he was sentenced last week by Police Magis- 
trate J. S. Boyer to sit through the services 
conducted by the red coated soldiers of the 
Lord the following three Sunday evenings. 
He began serving his sentence last night to 
the thumping of a bass drum and the jangle of 
tambourines. 

For fear Hulteen might escape the penalty 
by remaining away, Justice Boyer went to 
the meeting with him. Hulteen sat along 
the wall on a rear bench. He declined to join 
in the singing or rise and give testimony.“ 
He even grinned at certain stages of the pro- 
ceedings. Judging from his demeanor his 
regeneration was not accomplished. 

Judge Apologizes to Army. 

But if the ragtime hymns and the exhorta- 
tions of the Salvationists failed to arouse 
religious fervor in Hulteen's breast they 
profoundly affected Justice Boyer, who arose 
in meeting and preached a little sermon, in 
which he half apologized to the Salvation 
Army for fining a captain and a eu- 
tenant “ five and costs recently for mak- 
ing too much noise with their songs and 
prayers in the vicinity of Trolley park. 

Still, after it was all over, Justice Boyer 
was inclined to think that he had been @ 
trifle severe on Hulteen,

The Volunteers of America were preach- 
ing on another, the Zion City missionaries 
were exhorting at another point, and the 
soldiers of the Swedisb Salvation Army not 
far away were singing “‘ Rock of Ages” to 
the tune of Baby Mine.”

Justice Boyer scouted around the edges of 
all four crowds. At last as the Swedish Sal- 
vatlontsts broke meeting and began moving 
on their “ barracks be espied Hulteen. The 
young man looked unhappy. 

„Ah, here you are,” said the magistrate 
cheerily. 

“ Yes, Iam ready,” said Hulteen grimly as 
if ne half expected at any minute to hear a 
trapdoor fall. . 

So the magistrate and his prisoner went to 
the “barracks” together and sat through 
the meeting. When it was over Hulteen 
slunk away home as quickly as possible.

Cheboygan, Mich., Sept. 1.— Mrs. Fred WIII- 
jams, living at Bear Point, on Crooked lake, 
near this city, was severely injured and her 
7 year old son probably was fatally hurt to- 
day when a fulminate of mercury cap in the 
boy’s hip pocket exploded while the mother 
was spanking him. 

The boy had been out in a field where his 
father was using dynamite to blow up 
stumps, and had slipped one of the percus- 
sion caps which Mr. Williams was using in 
his pocket. He later returned to the house 
and his mother called him in to be punished 
for some childish misdemeanor. 

Mrs. Williams used a shingle as the instru- 
ment of punishment. The first blow from 
the shingle exploded the cap in the boy’s 
pocket and the explosion tore a large hole in 
his hip, from which he is believed to be dying. 

The mother lost two fingers and received a ! 
number of minor cuts about her fach and 


body.

Equal Wages for Same Tasks Demand- 
ed by First Annual Convention of 
New Organization. 


Springfield, III., Sept. 1.—[Special.]—A min- 
um wage scale of $9 a week and equal 
Day to women for equal work were the de- 
mands of the State Clerks’ association, which 
ig holding its first annual convention here.

NO SLUGGING; JUST TALK. 


‘Making Marks’ of 600 Employes 
Object of Chiefs Who Call 
Off Usual’ Parade. 


Nonunion 4 car conductors and motor- 
men will have their troubles today in the 
city. If they forget to give a transfer to 
a passenger who happens to be a union car- 
penter or teamster they probably will hear 
from him. If they don't stop the car at the 
proper corner they may find a complaint 
registered with the company by some union 
workingman’s wife. 

The street car men’s union, backed by the 
federation of labor, has chosen labor day as 
the occasion for making a mark" of the 
nonunion traction employés. The union has 
provided ample protection from ineult for 
its members in the shape of a red, white, 
and blue badge, which every organized 
motorman or conductor will be expected to 
wear on his breast. The badges will be dis- 
tributed this morning at the various street 
car barns between 4 and 7 o'clock. 

It is estimated by the union leaders that 
there are about 600 nonunion men on the 
street cars. It is calculated that out of 
nearly 10,000 employés, these 600 ought to be 
conspicuous. 

We won't om you to shor the non union 
men,” said T. J. Jordan, a representative of 
the street mon # unfon, in giving.instruc- 
tions to the federation of labor delegates. 
All we want you to dois to talk to them 
give them a good, stron talk. If you start to 
pay your fare on a car and find that the 
conductor hasn't got a union badge on, first 
scowl at him. Then invite him to join the 
uniom It he doesn’t want to join, tell him 
what you think of him.” 


No Big Parade; Try “Home” Plan. 

Aside from the usual number of picnics and 
entertainmients given by local unions and 
labor councils, labor's annual holiday will be 
totally unlike events of past rears. There 
will be no big parade—for the first time in a 
decade. Instead the workers wi}! try the 
‘stay at home plan, advocated by Presi- 
cent John Fitzpatrick of. the federation of 
labor. 

At South Chicago the prineſpal demonstra- 
tion in this vicinity will be held. Following 
a parade under the auspices of the South 
Chicago Trade and Labor assembly a dem- 
onstration with speechmaking on industrial 
subjects is scheduled to take place. It is 
expected that about 5,000 marchers will be in 
the parade. 

A Labor day celebration at which William 
E. Mason, former United States senator, and 
Chief Justice Harry Olsen of the Municipal] 
court will make addresses has been arranged 
by the citizens of West Pullman. 

Among the labor organizations which will 
hold picnics are the Building Material 
Trades council, the joint local unions of 
cigarmakers, the cloth cap and hat 
makers’ union, and the steam engineers’ 
union. Many prominent.Chieago labor lead- 
ers will go to other towns in the state, where 
they will deliver labor day addresses. 


Old Officers Renominated. 


Practically all the old officers of the fed-+ 
eration of labor were renominated without 
opposition for another term at the meeting 
yesterday. Those who are certain of re- 
election include President John Pitzpatrick, 
Secretary Edward Nockels, Financia! Secre- 
tary Fred G. Hopp, and Sergeant at Arms 
Charles Asmussen. Margaret Haley again 
led the list of nominations for the legisla- 
tive committee. There are eighteen candi- 
dates for places on the executive board and 
on various committees.

PASTOR OF BAPTIST CHURCH 
PRAISES THE LABOR UNIONS. 


The Rev. Melbourne P. Boynton Tells 
of Victories Which Have Been 
Achieved by Organized Toilers. | 


Labor unions were commended in unmis- 
takable language yesterday morning by the 
Rev. Melbourne F. Boynton, pastor of Lex- 
ington Avenue Baptist church, in his annual 
labor day sermon 

If I were a wage worker,“ the pastor said, 
would join the union of my craft. 

“ Wonderfully has labor wrought. Mighty 
have been her victories. We rejoice at the 
relief that has been so dearly bought. And 
of course we know that these victories wouid 
have been impossible without the labor 
unions. These organizations have marched 
like the companies of a great army and have 
fought for noble prizes, many of which they 
now possess. 

Shame on the church and the minister 
who is indifferent to the toilers of the world, 
that is dull to the visions of the workers, and 
who does not share in the victories alreaay 
achieved and for which the tollers now con- 
tend. 

In Immanuel Baptist church the Rev. 
Johnston Myers predicted a social revolution 
and said the church should be a pionèer in 
advocating— 

Absolute control by the government of all public 
necessities. 

The regulation of all estates by the government, 
so that it shall be impossible for an estate to pass 
to the third generation. 

Legislation which shall make large landed own- 
ership impossible. 

Abundant provisions by pensions for widows, 
aged, and every condition of helplessness. 


There are two hindrances in progress 
toward a better social condition,“ he con- 
tinued. “‘One is the fact that the labor 
unſons and the reform parties are under the 
domination of selfish, unreasonable leaders. 
They repel thoughtful people. The other 
hindrance is the fact that the church has 
been afraid to denounce injustice, because 
we have been supported by men in positions 
of wealth and power.“

NO. 8.—MISCELLANEOUS REVENUE. 


SIDE from the provisions already 
donsidered, there are several im- 
portant sections of the charter 
dealing with the subject of rev- 
enue. The city council is au- 
thorized to impose a license tax upon any 
trade or business carried on wholly or in 
part within the city limits. At the 
present time the council has power to 
license only the enumerated list of occu- 
pations. This list at the time the law 
was passed in 1872 was thought to cover 
all.occupations which it might be desired 
to ‘tax; but thirty. years’ development has 
made changes necessary, It was deemed 
wiser, on the whole, to grant to the coun- 
cil power to license any trade or business 
than to attempt to specify particular 


trades or businesses, since it is impossible 
to foresee what occupations it may, in theo 


future, be desirable to license. This is 
particularly important, since the courts 
have held that where a list of occupations 
is enumerated in the charter, occupations 
unenumerated are intended to be ex- 


-elnded. Under this interpretation of the 


law ‘an occupation not specifically men- 
tioned in the charter may not be licensed 
by the city council. 

A general policy of licensing all trades 


and. businesses is not contemplated, and 
probably would not be wise, since such 


taxes are frequently burdensome and vex- 
atious in their operation. But the vesting 
ot authority to select particular oecupa- 


‘tions from time to time is frequently 


found in recent charters, and was wisely 
placed in the proposed charter for this 
city. + 

The city council 1s aes authorized, as 
has already “been noted, to impose a tax 
upon all wheeled vehicles used upon the 
streets; with the requirement that the net 
proceeds of any such tax shall be applied 
exclusively to the repair and improvemeat 
of the streets. This opens up a new 


source of revenue for the city, and makes 
possible the special taxation of vehicles 
which are destructive of the pavements, 
If such a tax is imposed and carefully 
administered it should provide-a fund 
sufficient to keep in good repair the 
streets of Chicago which are now suffered 
to fall into a 

4 — 

An attempt was made in the charter 
eon vention to secure a system of city 
assessment of taxes as authorized in the 
charter amendment, but this was defeated 
by the Convention. Provision was also 
made in the charter bill for the collection 


of compensation for the use of subside- | 


walk space. This section was stricken 


out by the legislature, and does not ap- 


pear in the proposed charter. The City 
does possess, however, the power to exact 
compensation for the use of space more 
than twelve feet above the level surface 
of streets, 

It must be recognized by every student 
of the subject that the provisions of the 
charter regarding taxation were compli- 
cated by the general confusion of the 
whole taxation system. The charter con- 
vention could do nothing with the per- 
sonal property tax, for example, since 
this is required by the constitution of the 


state Nor could it make any other step 
in the direction of the reorganization of 


the general taxing system, since this fell 
outside of its jurisdiction. 

A satisfactory readjustment of the rev- 
entie situation cannot ‘be made until a 
state tax commission has been appointed 
to investigate the subject of local taxa- 
tion, and until the state legislature has 
enacted remedial legislation based upon 
the facts and conclusions supplied by this 
study, Other states, such as New York, 
New Jersey, and Pennsylvania, have made 
rapid strides in the readjustment of their 
revenue situations, Illinois sti lags be-

In summing up now the financial benefits 
of the new charter we find, in the first 
Place, a saving of some $60,000 a year

faults in bonds, a saving estimated at 
$1,000,000 a year:

instituted; a saving of $200,000 to $250,- 
000 a now expended in interest on 
loans made in anticipation of incoming 
revenues; an indefinite sum that might be 
saved if the city were in a financial con- 
dition to discount its numerous bills and 
to obtain favorable prices; such as a goad 
customer may secure. 

The increased expenditure for munici- 
pal services and other public . improve- 
ments will also unquestionably add great - 
ly to the value of real estate by making 
the city a more attractive and desirable 
place for residence, and will likewise con- 
tribute to the general husiness prosperity 
of the city. When these conditions are 
weighed against the. increase.in the tax 
rate there can be little question that the 
provisions of the charter will be regarded 
as fair and reasonable, They mark the 
transition’ of the city from a village state 
to that of a great modern ‘municipality.

He stated a committee composed of forty- 
five men and women operators will be sent 
to New York in a few days th readiness 
to meet the representatives of the companies 
on a peace basis. This committee will be 
authorized to make a settlement for the 
whole United States, he said. ) 

The revision of the wage demands affects 
only the Chicago end of the strike. President 
Small, who is still in New York, will re- 
main there for a week or two longer. 

Local officials of the operators’ union prob- 
ably will visit Oscar S. Straus, head of the 
department of commerce and labor, who will 
arrive in Chicago today on his way to Wash- 
ſngton from the west. The union has been 
making every effort to secure government 
interference of some sort and the visit of the 
head of this department, it is said, will be 
seized upon as the proper time to make 
known the local telegraph conditions to a 
representative of the president,

plaints by the union that the Western Union 
and Postal Telegraph companies are not 
keeping their obligations to the public and 
are violating their charter. 

Daniel L. Russell, the head strategist of 
the strikers, said today: The directors will 
meet on the 10th of this month, and I should 
not be surprised if George J. Gould will be 
back from Europe in time to attend the meet- 
ing. I have learned that there is great dis- 
satisfaction among a number of stockholders 
at the present condition of affairs. It is 
ikely that some action will be taken which 
will bring both sides in the dispute together.”’

W. Kretschmer Under Arrest for 
North Avenue Murder. 


SELF-DEFENSE IS CLAIMED. 


Used Pocket Knife After Two Shots 
Were Fired at Him. 


William Kretschmer, a well to do livery- 
man in tus.ness at 138 East North avenue and 
residing with his wife and eight children at 
84 Uhland street, is at the Central police 
station charged with the murder of William 
Krebes, watchman at the Bush & Gerts 
plano factory, Saturday night. 

Louis Szczech, a driver for Kretschmer, 
and residing with his wife at 118 Frankfort 
street, is cetained at the Hudson street po- 
li¢e station as a witness. Both men have 
made full statements, Szczech blaming the 
crime on Kretschmer and the latter admit- 
ting the eccusation, but asserting that he 
a¢ted in se'f{-defense. 

The alley where Krebes was found runs 
between the Kretschmer livery barn and the 
piano factory. The two sons of the livery- 
man in sport were throwing a pair of old 
shoes at each other about 6 o'clock Saturday 
right when one of them landed close to 
Krebes, who became angry. 


Takes Up Sons’ Quarrel. 


At this point Szczech arrived and, he 
claims, upon seeing a revolver in Krebes’ 
hand remarked to him: “Any man who 
would pull his revolver is a big coward; you 
Hught to be in the factory instead of out 
here in the alley.” Following this Szczech 
asserts that Krebes struck him in the face 
with the revolver. Szczech avers he walked 
into the barn and that was all he knew about 
it until some time later when Kretschmer 
walked in and said: “I fixed him for using 
a revolver around here.“ Szczech then went 
into the alley and lifted the prostrate form 
and in so doing got blood on his own sleeves. 

Schuettler had learned that there existed 
some feeling between Krebes and Szczech, 
and in following out this clew found Szcgzech 
with two wet shirt sleeves and accused him 
of the crime. Szczech then broke down and 
gave a written statement of what he knew. 


Claims Watchman Shot at Him. 

‘When seen in his cell soon after his arrest 
Kretschmer said to a reporter for THs TRIS- 
UNE: 

Les, I killed him, and I was justified. I 
was away when Krebes had trouble with my 
boys and threatened to shoot them, but as 
soon as I got home the boys told me about it. 
My first impulse was to forget it, but the 
boys complained that they were afraid of 
Krebes and that he had made threats pre- 
viously. 

When I demanded to know from Krebes 
what he meant he fired two shots at me. 
One passed between my legs and the other 
flew by my left shoulder. Then he rushed 
at me and struck me in the face with the re- 
volver and I pulled out my pocket knife and 
stabbed him about the head four or five 


times. 
Shot Through the Head. 

Seated in an armchair in his flat at 1538 
West Fifty-ninth street, John Ashcomb, 6 
years ‘old, was shot.and killed early yester- 
day morning. Whether Ashcomb was mur- 
dered or took his own life in a fit of de- 
spondeney because of ill health probably 
never will be known. He was alone in the 
flat, nobody heard the shot, and the evidence 
found yesterday supports both theories. 

When the old man did not appear yester- 
day morning one of the neighbors went to his 
fiat to inquire as to his health. The visitor 
was surprised to find the door open, A knock 
brought no response, and, entering the room, 
the man saw through an open door the body 
of Asheomb ted upright in his armchair, 
with a bullet wound in his forehead. At his 
feet was the revolver, which, apparently, had 
inflicted the wound.

INJUNCTION IS REFUSED. 
Officials of the Railways Not Fol- 
lowing the Statute Will. 

Be Prosecuted. 


Sept. 1.—(Special.)—The 
railroad commission oe 
passenger fares goes into effect 
we EE and will be obeyed by every road in 
the state. Officials of roads disregarding 
the law will be indicted and prosecuted by 
Gov. Hoke Srgith. 

The governor has notified all judges and 
prosecuting officers in the state to watch for 
violations of the law. 

The indications are that every road in the 


rates. The roads so far have been unable 
to secure da federal injunction and there 
seems nothing to do but to obey the order. 


Court Denies Injunction. 

The Atlanta Coast line,the Georgia Central, 
and the Atlanta and West Point went before 
United States Judge Shelby at Huntsville, 
Ala., yesterday and asked for an injunction, 
but the judge refused to grant it. The judge, 
however, ordered the Georgia commission to 
appear on Sept. 10 in Atlanta before some 
United States Circuit judge to show cause 
why an injunction should not be granted. 

In refusing a restraining order Judge 
Shelby commented sharply om the action of 
the railroad in walting until two days, one 
of them Sunday, before the order was to 
take effect to ask for an junction al- 
though the order reducing rats was made 
three months ago. Judge Shelby held that 
there is no presumption to begin with that 
the order of the commission is invalid, and 
there is prima facie evidence that the com- 
mission has acted in good faith, and that 
the order reducing the rate is not confis- 


catory. 
Court Ruling Aids State. 

“TIT cannot hold,” says Judge Shelby, that 
the affidavit to the bill filed by the railroads 
outweigh the prima facie presumption that 
the action of the Georgia railroad commission 
is valid. I am of the opinion that the motion 
for a temporary restraining order en be 
overruled.“ 

This action by Judge Shelby made Ger. 
Smith master of the situation, and reduced 
rates will go into effect tomorrow. The rail- 
roads probably will continue the fight, but 
it will de in such a manner as to cause no 
clash between the state and the United 
States. Gov. Smith tonight refused to discuss 
the matter further than to say, I shall en- 
force the law.“

Coroner’s Jury Says Carelessness 
Caused Charleston Crash.

Incompetent Employes Alleged to Have 
Charge of Line. 


Charleston, III., Sept. 1.—The coroner’s 
jury, which has been investigating Friday's 
wreck on the Central Illinois Traction com- 
pany’s line, which resulted in the death of 
fourteen persons and the serious injury to 
scores of others, today returned a verdict 
holding the road, its officials, and the motor- 
men of thé two trains which collided respon- 
sible for the crash. 

The jury charged that the traction com- 
pany employs incompetent men in responsi- 
ble positions, that it does not keep in its prin- 
cipal office some person from whom any em- 
ployé can get positive instructions in the 
movement of cars, and that instructions to 
employés on days when the regular schedule 
is not in force are misleading. 

Motormen Ben F. MeClara and Charles 
Botts, who were in charge of the wrecked 
cars, were arrested today following the find- 
ing of the verdict. Both were charged with 
criminal negligence. They were released 
later in bonds of $3,000 each.

ENGINEERINGFEAT 


One-Third of Railway Bridge 
Cut Off and Replaced by 
Temporary Structure. 


SHORT DELAY OF TRAINS, 


Traffic Is Interrupted Less than 
Nine Hours by the Work- 
men’s Operations. 


An engineering feat that attracted the at- 
tention of the technical world was accom- 
plished yesterday by the bridge engineers of 
the Northwestern railroad when they cut off: 
one-third of the track bridge over the north’ 
branch of the Chicago river and substituted 
a temporary structure in its place in less 
than nine hours. 

An announcement that plans for this hur- 
ried work had been adopted led a large num-~ 
ber of civil engineers, builders, and con- 
tractors to witness the accomplishment. 
Frequently early in the day doubt was ex- 
pressed that the task could not be finished. 
before evening, but congratulations were 
poured upon the successful men some time. 
before the hour set for completion. * 

To carry out the plan there were neces-" 
sary 150 men, 
crane, tugs, and scows. E. C. Carter, chief 
engineer; his assistant, W. H. Finley, and 
Division Engineer W. H. Robinson super- 
vised the construction, which was under the 
immediate direction of W. L. Curtis, who 
was assisted by R. L. Stern, bridge engineer 
for the road, 

Work Rapid and Systematic. ; 

The last train passed over the old swing 
ing bridge at 8:40 a. m. and at the end of two 
hours after the bridge had been swung 
thirty feet of it had been cut off. Hack- 
saws severed the lesser braces of iron 
structure, and the cords were rted by 
tangent holes made with air drills. - The 
section cut off was allowed to remain on 
the center pier. : 

Overhead, where strong wooden boxes had 
been bolted together, a gang of laborers wag 
busily engaged in packing 100 pound barge 
of pig iron which were raised by the steam 
crane. This weight, which reached a total 
of 160 tons, was placed on transverse string-

Arnold's Plan Because Fat

The question of space between street car 
tracks in Chicago under the réhabilitation of 
the traction system will be settled definitely 
at a meeting of the supervising board of en- 
gineers tomorrow. 

Bion J. Arnold, chairman of the board, 


will recommend that the clearance between 
| passing cars be increased to twenty inches 
by reducing the widtir of cars and by in- 


creaging the distance between track centers. 

While Mr. Arnold champions greater 
Space, H. B. Fleming will oppose it. C. V. 
Weston, the remaining member of the board. 
is Said to be undetermined in his attitude. 

Mr. Arnold helleves the safety of the pub- 
lic is of the first importance. He is of the 
opinion that the arguments in favor of the 
narrow space between cars are not sufficient 
to warrant the board in fixing permanently 
ypon Chicago a system of transportation 
having an tinnecessary element of danger

Arnold Wants Narrpw Cars. 


The standard distance at present between 
track centers is nine feet eight and a halt 
inches. With cars nine feet wide now in use 


this leaves a space less than nine inches be- 


tween passing cars. Mr. Arnold will recom- 
mend the adoption of cars eight feet six 
inches wide and an increase of the distance
